AN ATTACHMENT AGAINST HIM 


Was Granted to Henry Stanford, 
President of the Company, 


TO RECOVER THE AMOUNT TAKEN, 


The Papers Are in the Hands of the 
Sheriff, and He Is Looking for 
the Ex-President. 


New York, October 16.—Judge Patterson, 
ef the supreme court, today upon the applica- 
tion of Henry Stanford, president of the 
Adams Express Company, granted an attach- 
ment against the property of John Hoey, the 
deposed president of the company, in a suit to 
recover over halfa million dollars. The at- 
tachment was granted on the ground of non- 
residence, Hoey’s home being at Holly- 
wood, N. J. The attachment was at once 
handed to Deputy Sheriff Stevens. 

The attachment was secured upon the affi- 
davit of Frederick Lovejoy, present vice presi- 
dent of thefAdams Express Company. The 
summons attached to the paper announces to 
Hoey that if he defaults in appearing to ans- 
wer the suit, judgment will be taken against 
him for $712,950 with interests and costs. 
Lovejoy, in his affidavit, recites the history of 
the company, which isa joint stock associa- 
tion, and says that Hoey was appointed 
manager of the company on January 7, 1870, 
and has ever since continued to act 
and is now acting as such. Hoey’s 
elevation to trusteeship, vice presidency and 
presidency is then referred to. In all these 
positions, he says, Hoey occupied a fiduciary 
relation tothe company, and had control of 
the funds and assets. Itis alleged that prior 
to March, 1882, Hoey either individually, or 
in connection with other persons, acquired an 
interest in the business in the New York and 
Boston Dispatch Company, the Kinsley Ix- 
press Company and the Union Express Com- 
pany for $730,000, the full value at that time 
of the interest purchased. On tbat same day 
he sold and transferred this interest 
tothe Adams Express Company for $350,000, 
and in his ofticial capacity caused 
this sum to be transferred to himself and 
others out of the funds of the Adams Express 


Company, and by so doing appropriated $276,- | 


905 out of $350,000 to his own use and that of 

others in the fraud of the mghts of the Adams 

Express Company, and in violation of his 

duties as an ofticer and trustee. This sum bas 

been wholly lost to the Adams Express Com- 
ny. 

Mr. Lovejoy continues that prior to March 
12, 1888, Hoey, either individually or in con- 
nection with others, acquired the remain- 
ing interest in the three specitied companies 
for $80,000, which was its full 
value at that time. On March 
12, 1888. Hoey sold it to the Adams Express 
Company for 3500,000, paying that sum to 
himsélf and offiers, while acting in a fidactary 
capacity, thus appropriating $420,000 of $500,- 
000 to his own use and that of others in the 
fraud of the rights of the Adams Express 
Company. For these reasons it is claimed 
that there is now due the Adams Express 
Company from the defendent the sum of 
$696,905. 

Itis alleged by Lovejoy that when Isaac 
Babcock, the former treasurer of the Adams 
Express Company in 1885, he was indebted 
to the company for about sixteen thousand dol- 
lars. In order to discharge this indebtedness, 
Babcock’s administrator gave Hoey in his 
capacity as an ofticer $16,045. Hoey, itis 
charged, did not apply any portion of this 
money to the discharge of Babcock’s indebted- 
ness, nor did he pay it tothe company. Said 
Hoey, says Lovejoy, appropriated the said sum 
of $16,045 to his own use, and in fraud of the 
rights of the Adams Express Company. By 
reason of the facts, Lovejoy says, cause of 
action exists against Hoey, and the plaintiff 
isentitied to recover $712,750, with interest 
on $276,905 from March 25, 1882: on $420,000 
fiom March 12, 1888, and on $16,045 from Feb- 
ruary 1, 1856. 

The sheriff’s deputies served the attachment 
upon the officers of the Southern Express 
Company, Farmers’ Loan and Trust Company, 
and Adams Express Company. 

Hoey has no stockin the Adams Express 
Company and at the offices of the other con- 
cenrs it was not known that he had any prop- 
erty there. John Hoey could not be found in 
the city and the deputy sheriff could not serve 
the summons upon him. 


HE WAS $95,000 SHORT, 


And Burnt the Courthouse to Destroy the 
Records. 


WASHINGTON, Ind., October 16.—Experts 
examining such of the county records as were 
not destroyed in the courthouse fire have dis- 
covered a shortage in the school fund of $95,000, 
which amount was supposed to be invested 
in satisfactory mortgages. Some of the 
incumbrances have been paid to 
Treasurer Lavalle, and are not released 
on the record. Heavy sums, it is said, 
have been traced directiy to Lavalle himself. 
It is doubtful if all the truth will ever 
be known. At the freight depot a wooden 
box shipped by express to James C. La- 
valle, Washington, Ind., from Chicago was 
opened and found to contain a dynamite car- 
tridge six or e'glit inches long and five inches 
in diameter. I: was loaded and a fuse at- 
tached all ready for use. The box was re- 
ceived here since the fire. Lavalle, it is said, 
first intended to blow up the courthonse, 
records and all. Harbin and Ledgerwood 
say such was the case. The car- 
tridge aid not get here in time 
and kerosene was used in its stead. Lavalle 
refused to receipt forthe box when it came, 
claiming it was an infernal machine, sent by 
personal and political enemies, intended for 
his destruction. He claims he is the victim 
ofa plot. The man who shipped the dynamite 
cartridge to Lavalle says he sent it on his 
request, and that the letter of request, dated 
October Sth, will reach here today.

NEw York, October 16.—Futures were fever- 
ishly variable and unsettled, closing steady, at a 
decline of four points on October and eight to ten 
points on other months from. yesterday’s closing 
points.

paratively steady opening, due, probably, to the 
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| execution of selling orders received over night, 


for Liverpool reported some improvement. Then 
came a pretty smart advance, attributed to the 
report thata killing frost had occurred at New 
Orleans. This rumor was soon proven untrue, 
when the market gave way along the whole 
line under enormous crop movements, in- 
terior towns supplementing the ports with figures 
and exceeding ail estimates and carrying the 
lantation movements for the week to 435,000 

les. Therd were predictions of light frost in 
various parts, and the weather was generaly clear, 
but not so cold as to delay picking, while a higher 
temperature seemed probabie in the early future. 
Southern markets were les: depressed. Clear- 
ances are large in the United Kingdom, but small 
to the continent, and the latter fact is the chief 
element in depression of values. Spot cotton 
was dull and weak.

-Asa deputy sheriff enter the cell 
to bring out a prisoner, Carden in some man- 
ner unbolted the cell door and climbed on top 
the cell, where he remained until night, his es- 
cape having been unnoticed. He dug his way 
from the top of the cell to liberty through a 
brick wall by means of a large nail and a piece 
of broom handle. <A reward of $100 is offered 
for his recapture. 

Carden was sentenced at the January term 
of the circuit court, 1890, to be hung the fol- 
lowing March. He took an appeal to the snu- 


| preme court, pending which he escaped in An- 


ee 


gust, 1890, in a nannersimilar to today’s es- 
cape. He was soon recaptured, and has been 
in jail ever since. His case will probably be 
reached in the supreme court next week. 
Carden is a white man, twenty years of age, 
and very brutal in appearance. 


A VERY SICK CROWD, 
Nearly a Hundred of the Lady Delegates 
Poisoned by Something They Ate. 


BRADFORD, Pa., October 16,—Nearly one 
hundred deiagates to the Woman’s Temper- 
ance union state convention were poisoned 
this afternoon by something they ate or drank 
at dinner in Armory hall, tendered the 
delegates by the McKean county organization. 

Shortly after the afternoon session was, called 
to order a large number of the delegates fell 
violentiy ill, and in half an hour at least 
seventy-tive were lying limpin their seats or 
on the floor, all vomiting and extremely sick. 
Medical aid was summoned and every physi- 
cian in the city had a dozen or more patients 
on his hands. Mrs. Ganoe and Mrs, Owens, 
both of Phillipsburg, Center county; Miss 
Pearl, Mrs. Ada Cable, reporter of The Era, 
and Miss Davis, ail of Bradford, and Mrs. W. 
H. Halvey, of Pittsburg, reporter of The 
Scranton Truth, were among the most serious 
cases. All were taken to the residences of 
citizens, where they are being entertained. 
Mrs. Halvey and Mrs. Cable are the only 
realiy serious cases. All the other sufferers

THE COAL MINERS STRIKE. 


Twelve Thousand Men Out and Eight Thou- 
sand More Will Quit. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., October 16.—The great 
strike ofthe railroad coal miners, which has 
been on for several weeks, assumed a more 
serious phase today. In accordance with a 
threat made /ast week, nearly one hundred 
foreigners, mostly Italians and Hungarians, 
were brought to this city, and are now at work 
at Luequille and other mines in the vicinity. 
By next week a large number more are ex- 
pected. 

The importatior of these foreigners has fright- 
ened the strikers. Thisafternoona circular was 
sent out toevery minerinthe district asking 
that no coal be mined for shipment byrail. If 
the miners obey, the circular it will mean an 
almost total suspension of work in all the 
mines of this district, as nearly all the river 
mines are now supplying coal to tie rail trade, 
About twelve thousand miners are now out, 
and if the river men strike there will be 8,000 
more.

RED-HOT METHODIST. 


One “of the Old-Fashioned Kind Bx- 
presses Himself 


IN THE ECUMENICAL COUNCIL 


At Yesterday’s Session---A Very 
Live Subject. 


AN INTERESTING SESSION HELD, 


At Which Many Matters of Interest Were 
Discussed by the Learned 
Divines. 


WASHINGTON, October 16.—Rev. F. W. 
Bourne, president of the Bible Methodist 
Church of England, occupied the chair at the 
beginning of theninth day’s session of the 
Ecumenical Methedist council. The subject 
of Methodist federation, which was adjourned 
from yesterday, was taken up, and after the 
reception of salutations from the Presbyterian 
synod of Virginia, and a resobution of sympa- 
thy with Bishop Gaines, of the African Meth- 
odist Episcopal church, Rev. Dr. Waller, of 
England, rising to a question of privilege, dis- 
claimed any intention of reflecting in any way 
upon Dr. Stephenson in his remarks yesterday. 
Dr. Buckley, of New York, said that Ameri- 
cans present did not understand English 
methods of ruling, and the delegates did 
not understand the force of a ‘“‘point of 
order’ in American legislative practice. 
These misunderstandings might account for 
the friction in yesterday’s proceedings. He 
then addressed himself to the subject of 
Methodist ‘unity as presented in the report 
made by the committee on federation upon the 
resolutions introduced by Mr. Snope, of Liver- 
pool, and seconded by Rev. Dr, Morgan 
Horney, of London. 

Dr. Hugh Price Hughes earnestly advocated 
the adoption of the committee’s report. After 
a few remarks by Rev. Dr. Arthur, counseling 
moderation, and by Dr. Stephens, expressing 
his regret that anything had occurred yester- 
day to grieve his friends, the Primitive Metho- 
dists, for whom the Wesleyans had most hearty 
respect and affection, the question was put on 
the adoption of the report, and it was agreed 
to unanimously amid applause. 

The business committee reported the follow- 
ing resolution: ‘ 

The conference expresses its devout thankful- 
ness to Almighty God that through the growing 
influence of Christian opinion tho contagious dis- 
eases acts have been abolished in the United King- 
dom, but deeply regrets that such immoral legis- 
lation is still m force in various other parts of the 
world. Theconference further deciares its earnest 
hope that Christian sentiment will soon make 
such immoral legislation everywhere impossible. 
And turiher the conference records its strong 
conviction that men of notoriously immoral life 
should not be allowed to occupy places of public 
trust and authority. 

Upon motion of Dr. Hughes, of London, the 
resolution was adopted without debate. The 
committee also repotted«a - 
was unanimously adopted, strongly urging the 
abolition of the British legislation which sanc- 
tions the production of opium. 

Mr. Atkinson, M. P., rising to a personal ex- 
planation, said he had spoken in parliament- 
ary terms yesterday. He would not make any 
explanation under duress, and when somebody 
held a pistol to his head, but now he would. 
When he had yesterday talked about Bible 
Christians and Primitive Method- 
ists he had spoken as he had often 
before, when he presided over meet- 
ings of those bodies and gave of his substance 
to aid them in England. In that country he 
should have felt degraded to have to explain 
that he had always gone hand-in-hand with all 
Methodist bodies, and had the highest regard 
for all of them. 

One of the Primitive Methodists arose and 
expressed the grateful appreciation of the dele- 
gation to Dr. Stephenson for his kindly 
words, but failed to notice Atkinson’s remarks, 
although the latter inquired if his words had 
not been kindly. The topic} of the morning 
session, ‘Social Problems,” was them 
taken up. 

Hon. Alden Speare, of the Methodist Epis- 
copal church, president of the Boston Chamber 
of Commerce, read an essay on “The Church 
in Her Relation to Capital and Labor.” 

Rey. Dr. Berry, of the Australian Methodist 
church, of Wellington, New Zealand, delivered 
an address on ‘‘The Moral Aspect of the Labor 
Combinations and Strikes,”’ 

J. R. Inch, LL.D., of the Methodist church 
in Canada, spoke upon the subject of the moral 
aspects of the combinations of capital. Five- 
minute speeches were made upon the relations 
of capital to labor by the Rev. Dr. Washing- 
ton, of England; J. D. Taylor, member of 
congress from Ohio, and Rev. Frank Ballard, 
of England. 

Bishop W. W. Duncan, of the Methodist 
Episcopal church,south, of Spartanburg, S. C., 
presided at the afternoon session. 

Rev. W. V. Tuder, of Richmond, Va., led 
in prayer, and after a hymn had been sung, 
Rey. Peter Thompson, of the London mission 
of the Wesleyan Methodist church, read an 
essay upon “Obligations of the Church in Re- 
lation to the Social Condition of the People.’’ 

Rey. .William McKee, United Brethren in 
Christ, of Dayton, O., spoke of ‘'Christian 
Work Among the Poor.” 

tev. Dr. Thomas Allen, of the Wesleyan 
Methodist church of England, devoted himself 
to treating the subject of “Christian Work 
Among the Rich.”’ 

“Christian Work inthe Agricultural Dis- 
tricts’’ was the theme selected by Rev. J. W.

BRIGHT PROSPECTS AHEAD. 


Dun’s Weekly Review of Trade for the 
United States and Canada. 


New York, October 16.—Dun’s weekly re- 
view of the trade says: 

The business failures occurring throughout the 
country during last week number forthe United 
States 227, Canada32; total 259; against 260 last 
week. Business throughont the west and south 
is strong. and improving. At the western countries 
there is less satisfaction, and the expected results 
from harvesting of Jarge crops are more slowly 
realized. The prevailing confidence injthe future 
of husiness continues unabated, and is 
seen even in some branches which com- 
-plain most of dull trade at present. Con- 
sidering that steel rail production uses much less 
fron than in former years, the enormous con- 
sumption is to many incomprehensible, but the 
demand tor use in producing all kinds of farm 
Machinery and implements is far greater than it 
has been in any previous year, and the quantity 
of iron thus used is enormous. The demand for 
structural ironis also very large, though some 
foreign beams are offered in competition with 
America and in the construction of bridges, street 
Tailways and building in cities and towns 
throghout the country,it is probable greater 
quantities of steel and iron are used than in any 
previous year. The demand for bariron is fair, 
though less than expected, while plates are ex- 
tremely weak and prices for plate and structural 
ae and steel are in some cases the lowest ever 
mace. 

The wool manufacture is short of orders in 
the mens’ wear department. The demand for 
dress goods is strong, and many new and superior 
qualties axe offered, while knit goods are dull, as 
well as carpets. The cotton manufacture is active 
without change in price. 

Reports from other cities are almost umsiformly 
encouraging. At Philadelphia more inquiry is 
seen for manufactured iron; pipe is active and 
structural in brisk demand. 

The trade in boots and shoes is satisfactory, and 
in leather the demand is steady, while the 
movement of woolis smaller, and woolen goods 
are duil. The trade in groceries is good, especially 
Im sugar. 

At Pittsburg the demand for manufactured iron 
and especially for the structural forms, is im- 
proving, but the coal strike continues. 

At Montgomery, Charleston end Savannah the 
receipts of cotton are very large and business 
growing, andat Jacksonville the largest ae 
cropever grown promises an improvement in 
trade. 

Speculation has not been very heavy, though 
corn and oats are sustained in the face of the 
great crops and wheat isa shade higher. Cotton 
is a quarter lower, with sales at, 727,000 bales here. 
poachers prices are relatively too high for Liver- 

01. 

Pork products are lower ; coffee unchanged, and 
oil halfa cent lower. Stocks were quite weak 
until Thursday, when the improvement began, 
and was helped by the foreign orders te buy. 
Supplies of money are ample here, and atall the

WHICH HAVE BEEN CIRCULATED 


About Him in Regard to the Bou- 
logne Conference. 


THEY WERE “HONORABLE OPPONENTS,” 


And Parnell Wrote Him a Letter Thank- 
ing Him for His Friendship 
and . Kindness. 
. a 


Loypon, October 16.—It has been intimated 
for some days past that William O’Brien was 
preparing a statement or manifesto in reply to 
the recent Parneliite defiance which has 
been scattered right and left by the leaders of 
that party. O’ Brien’s statement is given to the 
public today. He writes: 

“T have waited since the funeral, hoping 
that the late Charles Stewart Parnell’s leading 
supporters, knowing my relations with Mr. 
Parnell at Boulogne, {would have the manli- 
ness to disassociate themselves from the dia- 
bolical charges circulated broadcast by their 
special organ that Mr. Dillon and myself 
hounded their leader todeath. Now are the 
counsels of peace madly and finally cast to the 
winds; now have the foulest insinuations as to 
our treatment of Parnell become a part of the 
machinery of the dissension mongers, without 
a word of repudiation or rebuke from men 
who know the charge to be the foulest, most 
ungrateful and insidious ever leveled at an 
Irish nationalist. 

*‘My countrymen will agree with me that I 
am absolved from all obligations of silence in 
regard to the conference at Boulogne. The 
unalterable basis of all communications with 
Parnell at Boulogne was, first and last, his 
retirement from the leadership. I broke off 
the communication with him after the first 
interview until I was informed by his chief 
lieutenant that he would entertain the pro- 
posal. I wrote to Parnell’s representatives to 
publish every document concerning the Bou- 
logne negotiations, We kept three objects 
always in view: 

“1, That it was impossible that Parnell: 
could continue as chairman of the parliament- 
ary committee. 

‘2. To soften the memory of Parnell’s fault 
by every possible palliative and evidence of 
good will that his devoted colleagues could 
suggest, 

3. To avert the calamities which we keenly 
felt to be inseparable from any disruption of 
our forces. 

‘*‘We were fully persuaded that these objects 
would have been a3tained had the terms we 
suggested been loyally accepted, and the party 
would then have been reunited under the 
leadership of McCarthy, leaving Parnell an 
honorable place in Irish public life. Mr. Par- 
nell’s four most influential lieutenants pro- 
fessed themselves to be as eager as ourselves 


r to secure Parpel)’s withdrawal, either on these 


terms or by reunion under the germane he 
Mr. Dillon. These same men are now silent 
whilst their organ charges me with plotting to 
getrid of Parnell. Thev themselves pressed 
me to consent to Parnell’s first proposi- 
tion, which was that he should retire 
in favor of myself, and at the close of the ne- 
gotiations they repeated the conviction that it 
would have solved the difticulty had I con- 
sented. Parnell's own feelings as to my treat- 
ment of him are explained in the following 
letter written to me on the day we broke off 
negotiations: 

February 11, 1890.—My Dear O’Brien: I 
desire io express to you how deeply I feel the 
kindness and gentleness of spirit shown to me by 
you throughout the negotiations. I have felt all 
along that I had no right to expect from anybody 
the constant anxiety to meet my views, and in- 
tense desire that all proposais claiming your sanc- 
tion should be as palliable as possibie to me 
which so distinguished your conduct in the com- 
munications which passed between us. I know 
that you have forgiven much roughness and as- 
perity on my part, and that yon have madeallow- 
ances for some unreasonable conduct from me, 
which to anybody gifted with less patience and 
conciliation than yoursetf would have been most 
difficult. 1 appreci.te intepsely the difficulties 
which surrounded you during these negotiations; 
the constant daily anxiety which would have been 
overwhe ming to anybody possessed of less cour- 
age and devotion than yourself. I fervently hope 
and believe that the prospects of Ireland are not 
so dark as you fear, and aftera little time, hav- 
ing passed through clouds and darkness, we shall 
again stand on our former footing—when, in hap- 

ier days, we were comrades in arms in behalf of 

reland. Dearest O’Brien, 1 am always yours, 
CHARLES 8.

Mr. O’Brien concludes: 

‘Thus closed the Boulogne communications, 
with the full recognition that we parted as 
honorable opponents.”’

WENT DOWN AT “SEA 


The Captain and Crew of the Brig Alice 
Picked Up by the Schooner Julia A. Warn 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla., October 16.—The 
schooner Julia A. Warr, from Calais, Me., ar- 
rived in St. John’s river late tonight, ha 
on board Captain J. S. Bowling and a crew 
sixteen belonging to brig Alice, of Baltimore, 
abandoned by them last Wednesday, about 
forty miles south of Lookout light. Captain 
Bowling say: 

“We left Rio Janeiro August 25th, with a 
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cargo of 1,123 bags of coffee bound for’ 


Baltimore. We had tine weather up to Octo- 
ber 3d, when we struck a burricane, and in 
a few hours the vessel began to leak badly. 
We had a succession of gales from then 
until October 10th. Last Sunday we took a 
heavy northeast gale sixteen miles southeast 
of Cape Henry and could not weather the 
cape. The hurricane continued, and on Mon- 
day night the pumps wefe completely choked 
and all hands were set to bailing the vessel out 
in the fore hatch. Here they worked until 
Tuesday, when they were completely 
fagged out and dropped 

on the deck one after another. 

Wednesday morning we got the boat afloat, 
which we stocked with oil, water and pro- 
visions, and laid the vessel to with the t 
sail; then we got in the boat and watched till 
daybreak to see the brig godown. Just after 
daylight we signaled the schooner Julia A. 
Warr, and were taken aboard of her. Half an 
hour later the Alice sank.” 

The cargo of the Alice was insured, but there 
was no insurance on the vessel. The capiain 
and crew saved their personal effects. They 
will start from here for Baltimore by rail to-

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Epiror Constitution: As a matter of 
general information to your readers who look 
for news of interest in your columns, I desire 
to call attention to a movement that concerns 
the farming classesin the state, particularly 
the wives of Georgia’s progressive farmers. 

I allude to the action of the State Agricul- 
tural Society at its late meeting. I copy from 
the records of that meeting as follows: 
RESOLUTIONS UNANIMOUSLY ADOPTED BY THE 

GEORGIA STATE AGRICULTURAL SOCIETY, IN 

CONVENTION, AT ATHENS, GA., AUGUST 12, 1891, 

Whereas, the press and our economists have, in 
vain, for the last twenty-five years, cried aloud for 
diversitied agriculture and home products for the 
farm. And, whereas, the crowning glory of the 
civilization of our southland rests upon our chiv- 
alric treatment of our fair women, and as this 
chivalry can be illustrated by the husband, in the 
ecomomy of the farm, as well as in social life, 

Be it resolved, That we respectfully and ear- 
nestly urge each and every farmer in Georgia to 
survey from his farm from five to ten acres of 
land, adjacent to his dwelling, said acreage to be 
known as “the wife’s farm,” and it shall be de- 
voted exclusively to the culture, on the Intensive 
plan, of grain, grasses and vegetables, to Supply an 
abundance of food for the table, feed for the 
horses and mules, poultry and pigs of the barn-’ 
yard, and for the gentle jerseys of the dairy. 

2. That the husband shall pledge his wife that 
he and all of his employes shall work in said 
“wife's farm’ one-half hour or one hour each 
working day of the year before breakfast, whilst 
the wife is cooking or having the same prepared, 

3. That we consider this an easy solution of the 
vexed question of commercial independence, con- 
tentment and happiness of our southern farmers. 

4. That, speaking and acting by proxy for the 
wives, the daughters, the mothers and sisters of 
the farmers of Georgia, we hereby nominate and 
elect Mrs. W. H. Felton, of Bartow, the friend of 
agriculture in Georgia, president of the ‘before 
Breakiast Club” of Georgia, and hereby authorize 
her to organize a similar club in each and every 
county of our state. 

Although the duties of the president were 
not defined, ana the objects to be gained were 
not specifically outlined, still the main pur- 
pose is apparent. It means a great deal to the

This agreement to set apart 
and cultivate the ‘‘wife’s farm” is the begin- 
ning of an income for the farmer’s wife which 
is to be her own. 

I have long entertained the opinion that the 
industrious wife is a partner in her husband’s 
business. She may not visit patients, or plead 
in law courts, or stand behind the counter, or 
walk in the furrow after the plow, but she is 
the motor at home that keeps these trades and 
professions in good working order. She is in- 
dispensable to the successful operation of her 
husband’s business. She should not be allowed 
to work in the kitchen, dairy and elsewhere 
from January to December without handling 
a little of the money that is made by her help 
and co-operation. If she is worth her keep 
She ought to have some recognition of her 
services; and what she is worth to the farm or 
to any other business should be acknowledged 
in justice and not in charity. 

This election to the president’s place could 
have been no greater surprise to any reader of 
your paper than to myself, for I had no hint 
or preparation for the surprise in store for me 
until lsaw my name inthe newspapers, an- 
nouncing the existence of the “Before Break- 
fast Club,” afterwards followed by the official 
notice. But I have never declined to aid the 
farming interest, whenever an opening pre- 
sented, during al) these years of sympathy and 
personal struggle with farm life, and this was 
not the occasion, nor had I the least disinclina- 
tion to contribute my strength and time to this 
laudable endeavor—looking as it does to help 
fora class that needs help.

I feel, as they do, that this 
daily existence is oftentimes monotonous, as 
well as destitute of the rewards and profits 
that pertain to other vocations. I know there 
must be something done to check the tide of 
emigration to towns and cities that now pre- 
vails, There must be something done to make 
our children satistied with farm life, or this 
desire to seek other callings, and this determi- 
nation to desert the farms, will grow and in- 
crease. 

I verily believe the women of this country can 
do much to alter this state of things. These 
good women are helpful workers in the church 
and in various benevolent societies. They 
raise more money for missionaries out of their 
scanty store than the male members. You 
never hear of a defalcation among their treas- 
urers. Whatever they try todo, they do it 
genuinely and heartily. I verily believe the 
time is ripe for a helpful mutual aid society 
among the farmers’ wives of Georgia. At 
least a trial will hurt nobody, and it may be 
the germ of a great work in the future. It will 
certainly succeed if we try to obtain success. 

Alter carefnlly considering the matter, look- 
ing ahead through adim and untried vista, I 
decided to appointa vice president in every 
county, whose duty it should be to organize a 
club for her county. She should be strongly 
supported at home, therefore her husband 
must be known and recognized as a progressive 
farmer.

She will be given the power to appoint a secretary 
and treasurer for her county, to further this work 
of organization, 80 generouslv outlined by the 
State Agricultural Society of the empire state of 
the south. Please give immediate attention.

With this notice I enclosed a postal card 
with my name and address on one side, and re- 
quested the ordinary to name the lady—who 
fulfilled the condition. 

A list of names already received will be 
copied below. These ladies are now appointed 
the vice presidents of their respective counties. 
As soon as all the counties report (which I 
trust will be done at once), I will then issue a 
circular defining their duties, ete. 

Each vice president will have power to ap- 
point a secretary and treasurer, or she may call 
the ladies together and elect these officers. 

Lists will be prepared, and the farmers who 
will sign the pledge will pay 10 cents an- 
nually, and this signature and tiis fee will 
constitute his wife (or his daughter, if his wife 
is dead)j a member of the club.

the entire credit of the Richmond and Danville 
and Terminal companies. 

The undersigned therefore deems it a grave re- 
sponsibility tor the majority of the committee, or 
for the legislature, to undertake to strike down a 
lease wh.ch brings this result to a large portion 
of the citizens of Georgia. 

The undersigned, after carefully considerin 
the questions involved, andthe arguments and 
authorities submittedto your committee, cannot 
concur in the views that either the lease of the 
Central railroad to the Georgia Pacific or the lease 
of the Macan and Northen to the Central railroad 
and Richmond and Danville is illegal. 


Southwestern, Savannah and Augusta, and 
Eatonton Branch Leases. 


Your minority concurs in the proposition that 
the leases of the Southwestern, Savannah and 
Augusta, and the Eato ton branch are legal, and 
that they are expressly authorized by the act of 
1852; but the minority of your committee insists 
that the same grant of pow: r which authorized 
these leases also expressly authoriz s the lease of 
the Macon and Northern. This grant of power 
was, as before stated, madein 1852, and was not 
only agrantto the Central railroad of power to 
lease, but also a grant made tothe Central rail- 
road that all corporations with which it might 
thereafter connect should likewise be allowed to 
Jease their roadsto it. This grant is as follows: 
By section 1 of that act the Central Railroad and 
Banking Company of Georgia is authorized “To 
Jease and work for such time and on such terms 
as may be agreed on by the parties interested. 
The Augusta and Waynesboro railroad, the Mill- 
edigeville and Gordon railroad, the Eatonton 
branch railroad, the Southwestern railroad, and 
such other railroads as now connect, or may here- 
after connect, with the Central railroad, and to 
collect by suit or otherwise the fares of travel and 
the charges of transportation on the railroads so 
lea~ed. 

“Sec. 2. And it is further enacted by the anthor- 
ity aforesaid, That the respective boards of di- 
rectors of the incorporated companies owning the 
railroads above mentioned, or owning such rail- 


roads a8 now connect or may hereafter connect | 


with the Central railroad, shall have the power 
and authority to lease to the Central Railroad and 
Banking Company, of Georgia, their respective 
railroads for such term of time and on such other 
terms as they respectively may deem best.”’ 


The Georgia Railroad Lease. 


The minority concurs with the majority of said 
committee in the proposition that the Georgia 
Raijiroad and Banking Company has the power by 
its charter to lease its roads, and that its lease to 
William M. Wadley is legal, but denies that there 
is any question as to the right of the Central 
Railroad and Banking Company, of Georgia, to 
hold a half interest in said lease. The Central 
Railroad and Banking Company of Georgia pos- 
sesses today all the powers iorthe lease of con- 
necting lines granted it by the act of 1852, which 
the majority itself recognizes. The Georgia rail- 
road connects with the Central railroad at At- 
lanta and also at Macon. By the express pro- 
vision of that act the Central Railroad and Bank- 
ing Company is authorized to lease any road 
which then connected or might,thereafter connect 
with it. At the time that act was passed, and 
accepted by the Central Railroad and Banking 
Company, and at the time the  Geor- 
gis railroad was granted its power 
of lease, there was no constitutional provision 
in any way affecting or qualifying this power. A 
richt to make this lease was vested at that time in 
both corporations, and the constitution itself, by 
paragraph 6, section 2, article 4, protects the obli- 
gations ofall chartered rights theretofore granted. 
The entire scheme of the constitutivun shows this. 

The contention that the constitutional! provisions 
of 1877, in regardto competing lines, have any 
effect upon the power of the Georgia railroad to 
make, and the Central railroad to take this lease, 
is unsound. Powers granted by the state consti- 
tute acontract between the corporations and the 
state. They create vested rights of value even 
though those rights should not be exercised until 
long afterwards, and they are to be governed by 
the constitutional provisions in force at the time 
when they were granted. To illustrate the value 
of an unrestricted right to makea lease, it is but 
necessary to recur to recent history. At the last 
session of the general assembly the state was called 
upon to pass an act for the lease of her own ral- 
road. An effort was made to restrict the power of 
the state officials in leasing said road. Fortun- 
ately for the state that attempt was de‘eated, and 
her unrestricted power exercised. The result was 
most beneficial. The restriction would have ent 
off a large part of the actual value of the property; 
somuch, indeed, thatit was demonstrated that 
the iease might have faiiced had it been restricted. 
The value of an unrestricted power tolease was 
recognized by the state. ‘The wisdom of that recog- 
nition has been vindicated, and your minority ip- 
sists that the unrestricted right long ago granted 
to these corporations, to make and take leases, is 
a vested right which constituted at all times a 
portion of the value of their respective roads, and 
that the state cannot, by subsequent enactment, 
destroy this value, by withdrawing the right, be- 
cause it did not reserve to itself this power at the 
time of making the grant,

He Pearded it not as 
a mere holiday display, but as the visi- 
ble outcome of that remarkable unity 
which gives Atlanta an advantage over 
all other communities of which we have 
any knowledge. 

Every public enterprise in Atlanta of 
any importance is a monument to Henry 
Grady, and the Piedmont Exposition is 
one of his creations in which he took 
from first to last the most absorbing in- 
terest. We know what he would say to- 
day, but it cannot be said here in his 
inimitable way. He would insist that 
Atlanta array itself in a holiday garb, in 
order to represent the unity and enthu- 
siasm which has given to the town a 
unique place in the records of municipal 
development.

The Why and the Wherefore. 


The St. Louis Globe-Democrat, a repub- 
lican organ with a remarkable faculty for 
misunderstanding publie questions, has an 
editorial on ‘‘The Banks and the Democ- 
racy.’ After showing that Texas gained 
twenty-ohe new national banks during the 
past twelve months, our St. Louis contem- 
porary falls into a moralizing mood. It says 
that the delegation which Texas sends to 
congress has always been an ‘‘enemy’’ of 
the national banking system. ‘To thisit adds 
the statement that ‘‘the south and west, 
which have an especial need for the banks, 
act, so far as regards their democratic repre- 
sentatives, as if somehow these institutions 
- ‘were a detriment tothe community and the 
men who run them public enemies,”’ 

All of which is sheer nonsense. Among 
the ‘‘enemies’’ of the national banks are 
some of the bankers themselves, who very 
clearly perceive that the laws under which 
these institutions operate do not meet the 
demands and requirements of the business 
public. The limitations which were ad- 
mirably adapted toa period of war do not 
fit a period of peace. The system itself is 
opposed to the democratic character of our 
institutions. It is the essence of cetraliza- 
tion. Theft is no longer any reason why 
state banks of issue should be prohibited, for 
the government at this time has nothing to 
gain by monopolizing the control of the 
banking business. 

Moreover, the government—which ought 
to be of the people, for the people, and by 
the people—can certainly have no reason for 
practically outlawing real estate, which is 
the basis and source of wealth. The argu- 
ment with which this protest is met is essen- 
tially narrow and unsatisfactory. Itis said 
that if the clause which outlaws the . capital 
of the farmers were repealed, conservative 
bankers could not be induced to lend money 
on such security. This being so, why the 
prohibitory clause? If bankers would refuse 
to lend money on land in any event, why are 
they prohibited by law from doing so? Under 
these circumstances the only result of the 
prohibitory clause is to still further dis- 
credit real estate asa security in the loan 
market. 

What object can the government, which 
is supposed to represent the people, have for 
doing this? What crime have the farmers 
and owners of real estate committed that 
their capital should be outlawed by the gov- 
ernment, of which they are a substantial 
part? The edict against land as a security is, 
in effect, a burdensome tax on the owners 
thereof. ‘They can borrow money only at a 
tremendous sacrifice of their own interests. 
This is admitted on ali sides, 

What wonder then that the farmers are 
Opposed to a system of banking which dis- 
credits and outlaws that which is their only 
capital and resource? 

The Wisconsin Press Association. 

The gentlemen of the Wisconsin Press 
Association are welcome in Georgia. They 
came into Atlanta unexpectedly last night, 
as their correspondence had indicated that 
they would be here at the unveiling of the 
Grady monument. By confusion of dates 
they came ahead of time, but we trust that 
they will not feel bound to leave before the 
appointed day. It will do them good to re- 
main in Georgia four or five days, and it 
would be a pity for them to come so far and 
miss the object of their journey.

The Ecumenical Once More. 

We have before intimated that there 
might be discordant elements in this large 
convocation of representative Methodists.

One British del- 
egate, possibly a descendant of Mr. Pick- 
wick, avowed not only a willingness but an 
intense longing to ‘‘knock down some Amer- 
ican bishop.’’ ‘The audience considered 
this declaration a rare bit of fun, and 
laughed outright. Perhaps this was the 
best disposition to make of it, But there 
are other discrepancies that are not to be 
disposed of quite so facetiously. 

sishop Foster, of the northern Methodist 
church, on a later occasion, undertook to 
animadvert, not in the way of pleasantry, 
but of argument and arraignment, on the 
evils of separation between the two Amer- 
ican Methodisms. Strangely enough, in 
view of the responsibility of his own church 
for this separation, Bishop Foster asserted 
‘*that he could see no reason why the south- 
ern church should hesitate to come back to 
the loving embrace of the northern church.’’ 
¥urthermore, ‘the was quite sure that for 
twenty-five years northern Methodists had 
been longing for sucha consummation.”’ 
Had he forgotton the Cape May commis 
sion? Had he no recollection of the seiz- 
ure and appropriation, under military order, 
of the churches and parsonages of the south- 
ern church? Avaunt with these crocodile 
tears. 

Bishop Keener was rising to reply to this 
remarkable deliverance, but the gavel fell, 
and was followed by an immediate adjourn- 
ment. Bishop Wilson, however, in his ad- 
dress at night, on the reception of fra- 
ternal delegates, had this to say in response 
to Bishop Foster’s lachrymose appeal: 

I do not care for uniformity. I like to see 
diversity and variety. 

Itamazes me to findin how many ways God 
may present Himeelf. I like to see the luxuriant 
wildness and entanglement of nature in all its 
variety of form and color. When yon reduce all 
nature to one form, one contour, and bring all its 
operations to one shape, I say break the whole 
thing to pieces and start again. 

Ido not want the Presbyterian church abol- 
ished, nor any other church ot God. I d> not 
wantthese different Methodist churches to give 
up their rights; I want to see on how many lines 
God can work through Methodism. We have 
Congregational Methodists,Episcopal Methodists, 
and everything in the line of church government 
that the worid knows, Itis all within the range 
of Methodism. The tree may be one, but the 
roots‘and branches stretch out on every side, and 
they are nourished by God’s earthand kissed by 
God’s breezes. Then, let the roots and the 
branches grow wherever God shall direct. [ pro- 
pose to maintain my independence, and want 
everybody else to do the same. Ido not propose 
to surrender it at the bidding of any denomina- 
tion or body of men. The unity that God con- 
templates will finally be reached when we live 
under higher and better conditions. 


It is evident from these excerpts, which 
we gather from The Richmond Christian 
Advocate, that there is a lack of harmony 
in the Ecumenical. If things move on at 
this pace it might be well toring down the 
curtain. 
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Fassett Cornered. 

Governor Hill is about to run Jacob Sloat 
Fassett into a hole. In 1887 the governor 
appointed Rickard, a locomotive engineer, 
to be railroad commissioner, and the repub- 
lican senate refused to confirm him. 

Naturally, the democrais have been using 
this fact very effectually in influencing the 
votes of the workingmen. They have used 
it so effectually, indeed, that the republicans 
became alarmed. At this juncture, Fassett 
brought his native republicanism to his aid, 
He declared in a speech at Dansville that he 
voted to confirm Rickard. 

It was thought that this would help the 
republican cause with the workingmen, but 
Governor Hill, who is always on the alert, 
jumped on the declaration with both feet. 
He denounces it as untrue, and goes even 
further. He says that if Fassett will estab- 
lish by the records of the state, or by proof, 
that he voted for Rickard’s contirmation, he 
(the governor) will withdraw from further 
participation in the canvass. 

Jacob Sloat Fassett ought to jump at that 
offer, but he will not. He knows that Govy- 
ernor Hill is not to be caught napping, and 
he will not attempt to prove his assertion. 
On the contrary, he will go about repeating 
his falsehood wherever he thinks it will do 
him any good. 

This is-gennine republicanism.

Those darkened desks in The Inter Ocean 
office tell a story that teems with sorrow—a 
story of courage and daring and devotion to 
duty, saddened by tears, but splendid with 
praise. 

Only three newspaper men! But, dying, 
their lives of toil and sacrifice and brave 
loyalty are being lived over by thousands 
who, when their last assignment comes, will 
die ‘tin harness,”’ fearlessly, faithfully! 


King Solomon Again. 

We print elsewhere a communication 
from Rev. W. A. Candler in regard to the 
spectacle of King Solomon, which is to be 
seen at the exposition. Itis, in substance, 
the same communication which he has 
already printed in the newspapers.

Mr, Candler compares the interests of the 
managers to the ignorance of the preachers 
who have denounced the spectacle without 
knowing anything about it. The compari- 
son js an apt one, and will hold good. The 
interests of the managers were at stake be- 
fore they secured the spectacle. They did 
not go into the matter blindly. They wit- 
nessed the spectacle from beginning to end, 
and watched it critically. Does Mr. Candler 
think it would have been to their interest to 
import to Atlanta an immoral and a de- 
moralizing exhibition? 

The free advertising which the spectacle 
has received is likely to cause some disap- 
pointment. We are of the opinion that 
those whorush to the exposition grounds 
with the expectation of witnessing a specta- 
cle that will justify the denunciations that 
have been heaped upon it, will feel like de- 
manding the return of their money. On 
the other hand, we think the public will 
find the spectacle interesting, if nothing 
more.

The Bill. 

Section 1. Be it in enacted by the general assem- 
bly of Georgia, and it is hereby enacted by author- 
itv of the same, That froin and after the passage 
of this act, the entire common school fund as now 
established or may be hereafter éstablished, from 
whatever source derived,including poll tax, shall 
be paid into the state treasury and held asa spe- 
cial deposit for school purposes only, and the 
treasurer shall notpay out said ftund except on 
the warrant of the state school commissioner, 

Sec. 2. Be it turther enacted, That it shall be 
the duty of the state schoul commussioner, on or 
before the ist day of January in each year, to 
transmitan estimate of the probable amount to 
which each county will be entitled for the next 
ensuing year, and on the last days of March, June, 
September and December of each year, the treas- 
vrer shall credit on his books, to each county, its 
pro rata of the comimon school fund paid into the 
treasury, up toand including these dates, and on 
the order of the county board of education: the 
state school commissioner shall draw his warrant 
on the treasurer for said amount, or any part 
thereof, to be transmitted to the county school 
commissioner as the same may be needed; pro- 
vided, that this section shall not go into effect 
until January the first, 1893. 

Sec. 5. Beit further enacted, that the common 
school term shall be for such length of time as the 
amount of the fund will warrant, and the state 
board of edcucation shall have authority to fix 
said term, provided the county boardof education 
shall have authority to designate the months 
during which the schools shall be taught, and 
whether the term shall be continuous or divided 
into two terms. 

Sec. 4. Be it further enacted, that the members 
of the county board of education shall receive for 
their services $2 for each day of actual service as 
such member, provided no member shall receive 
pay for more than ten days’ service during any 
one year, said per diem to be paid out of the school 
fund for the county and said compensation shall 
be in full of such service and they shall no longer 
be exempt from jury and road duty. 

Sec. 5. Be it further enacted, that all laws and 
parts of laws in conflict with this act, be and the 
6ame are hereby repeaied. 

The Features of Issue. 

It will be noted that in the first section 
the bill says the entire school fund, from 
whatever source derived, shall be paid into 
the state treasury and held as a special de- 
posit for school purposes only. 

In the second section it prescribes the 
manner by which the treasurer shall pay out 
the money, but says distinctly ‘“‘pro- 
vided this section shall not go into 
effect until January the first, 1893.” 

Then all conflicting laws are repealed. 

This was construed by all to mean that 
all school money derived from taxation 
should at once be paid into the treasury, 
but under the second section, none can be 
paid out until 1885. 

Thus the schools would be left entirely 
without funds for more than a year, and 
the inference is they would have to closeup. 

Under the present law the teachers are 
paid but once a year—about the Ist of De- 
cember. They have not had a dollar since 
that time last year. Some thought this act 
would apply immediately and cut off this 
year’s funds, but other held differently. How- 
ever, all on first thought were of the opinion 
that it would cut off all additional money 
until January, 1893. 

The governor has five days in which to 
cousider the bill before signing or vetoing it.

It is a serious matter and deserves se- 
rious consideration, for the school fund 
amounts to $935,611.09, and it is estimated 
that the poll tax will add to that amount 
about $190,000, making the total school 
fund over a million. 

The matter will be considered very 
carefully by the governor and vetoed un- 
less the construction put upon it at first 
glance is found to be incorrect.

CAPT. BRAY'S IDEA ABOUT THE SCHOOLS. 


Colonel Calhoun Will Make It Safe—The 
O, M. Mitchell Post—Moreland Park 
Cadets and Gordon School. 


The arrangements for the ceremonies of 
next Wendesday are still growing, and each 
day some new feature is added. Below 
will be found the developments of yester- 
day. 


The 0. M, Mitchell post of the Grand Army 
of the Republic has notified Colonel Calhoun, 
the marshal of the day, that it will participate 
in the ceremonies ot next Wednesday, and he 
has set apart a place in the procession for 
these union soldiers close to the confederate 
veterans, 

Judge Van Epps has announced that he will 
adjourn court on next Wednesday, and it is 
understood that Judge Marshall Clarke and 
Judge Westmoreland will do likewise. Judge 
Richard Clark will get through the business of 
the criminal court this week, and it will not 
be in session after Saturday. 

About the Schools. 

The people are very much interested to know 
whether the public schools will take part in the 
ceremonies. As a matter of information, 
Colonel Calhonn was asked how he would 
place the schools in the procession if they 
should take purt, and whether it could be ar- 
ranged so that the pupils would not be near 
horses. 

“I can arrange that so they would not be 
within 200 yards of a horse,”’ said he. ‘There 
is no difficulty there. The first part of the pro- 
cession will be the Fourth Georgia battalion 
on foot, and following them will be the Con- 
federate Veterans, Knights of Pythias, O. M. 
Mitchell post, Railroad League and other or- 
ganizations. After all these will come the 
cavalry, artillery and carriages. I could put 


the two high schools between the Knights of ’ 


Pythias and the Confederate Veterans, where 
they would be well protected, and would be 
several hundred yards from a horse.”’ 

Captain Bray’s Views. 

Captain W. M. Bray is an active member of 
the board of education and was once principal 
of one of the city schools. He is therefore 
prepared to take a practical view of the par- 
ticipation of the public schools in the cere- 
monies of Wednesday. When asked about 
the matter yesterday he said: 

‘Speaking only for myself as one member 
of the board, I would say thatif the pupils of 
the Boys’ and Girl’s High schools wish to take 
part in the ceremonies next Wednesday, it 
would be a handsome thing for them to do. I 
think the high schools alone would perhaps 
make a better representation for the school 
system than all the children would, 
forthe reason that the pupils of the high 
school are old enough to know the importance 
of going in good order. 

“Astothe younger children, it would not 
do. I saw that tried some years ago when I 
was a principal. We took them all out to the 
cemetery on Memorial Day, and it was too 
much for the little fellows. Some of them 
had to be hauled home. This does not apply 
to the older pupils, and it might not be amiss 
for the eighth grades to move in the proces- 
sion, as the line of march isashortone. The 
trouble about the eighth grades, however, is 
that it would somewhat disorganize every 
grammar school to take away its eighth grade 
and its principal. On the whole, I think the 
thing to do would be to let the two high 
schools go and represent the rest. But if they 
go arrangements should be made to give 
them a comfortable place near the statue 
during the exercises attending the unveiling. 
If the committee could arrange that, and pro- 
vide a comfortable place for the girls, say in 
the custom house, if General Lewis will con- 
sent, I think it would be a good thing for the 
high schools to go in the procession.”’ 

Colonel Calhoun was told of the captairi’s 
views,and said he would hold a place in the pro- 
cession for the public schools until the board of 
education should decide what they would do. 

He requests all organizations who are 
considering a participation in the exercises 
but have not decided positively, to advise him 
of the fact, so that he may arrange to place 
them when they do come. It is expected 
that the city departments will go in, but that 
will be definitely settled by the council on 
next Monday. 

It has been intimated that the Moreland 
Park cadets and the Gordon school might 
turn out, but they have as yet sent in no 
notifications.

BLAINE SUPPORTS  M’KINLEY, 


A Letter from Him in Reply to an Ohio 
Editor. 


New York, October 16.—An Ohio editor 
having written to Secretary Blaine that the 
democratic papers were parading him as an 
opponent of the McKinley bill, he replies as 
follows: 

AUGUSTA, Me., October 16.—John Hopley, 
Editor Journal, Bucyrus, O. My Dear Sir: You 
inform me that the democratic paper in your 
town and many democratic papers throughout 
Ohio keep the following paragraph standing in 
type: 

“But there is not a section or lineinthe entire 
bill (McKinley tariff) that will open the market 
for another bushel of wheat or another barrel of 
pork.—Jainea G. Blaine to Senator Fry, July 11, 
18y0,”’ 

The sentence is garbled and taken from its 
proper connection. It creates a wrong impres- 
sion. What 1 did say is the following: 

‘“‘] do not doubt that, in many respects, the 
tariff bill pending in the senate is a just measure, 
and that most of its provisions are in accordance 
with the wise policy of protection; but there is 
not a section or line in the entire bil! that will 
vpen a market for another bushel of wheat or a 
pound of pork.” 

The letter in which this paragraph occurs was 
written to Senator Fry July 11, 1890,and the 
McKinley bill did not become a Jaw until October 
Jat, nearly three months thereatter. in my letter 
to Senator Fry 1 objected to the bill because it did 
not contain a reciprocity clause which would pro- 
vide a market for wheat and pork and for other 

rroducts ot the farm, and for various fabrics. 
sefore the bill was finally passed the reciprocity 
clause was inserted, and a large addition was made 
tothe free list. It will, therefore, be seen from 
what I said in my letter that the objection which 
1 made to the McKinley bill was entirely removed 
before the bill became a law. Let me further 
say that the reciprocity clause has given an ample 
market for many barrels of flour and many 
pounds of pork. razil, some months since, en- 
téred into 4 treaty by which many American ar- 
ticles are admitted tree. Flour is made free, and 
rk isadmitted at a nominal duty. Cuba and 
Porto Kico ey reduced the duty on 
flour from $5. per barrel to i, 
which gives usa anaes. besides putting nearly 
one hundred articles of American production on 
the free list. San Domingo has made a recipro 
city treaty, with flour and pork upon the free list, 
besides a large number of other articles. Other 
treaties for reciprocity are in progress. 

Germany, without negotiating a formal treaty, 
has removed the prohipition on pork, and our 
government, in consideration thereof, has 
left sugar on the free list. This 
opens to us an_ entirely new market. 
Fifteen to twenty million dollars’ worth of Amer- 
ican pork will be consumed per annum, where not 

a pound has been taken for ten years. The reci- 
procity provision is proving very successful, 
especially in farm products, and more particularly 
in case of the two articles mentioned in the para- 
graph quoted—fiour and pork. 

Iam not there for an opponent of the McKinley 
bill, as the democratic peowe of Ohio are con- 
stantly alleging. On the contrary, I have cor- 
dially supported it ever since it was perfected by 

the insertion of the reciprocity clause. Very re- 
spectfully yours, JAMES G. BLAINE.

closed and no one in authority willing to talk 
about the matter. Itisa fact that Evans has 
been losing money on both sides of the market 
for some time and he had become embarrassed. 
His personal] and profesional pride was such, 
however, that he would not tell of his trouble 
or ask assistance; and some little time ago he 
temporarily retired from active participation 
in the work of the tirm, and went to New 
Hampshire, *‘to rest.’’ It is understood that 
Evans’s liabilities will be met. by 
connections of the firm, and that there will be 
no failure. 

All the banks, it is said, have at least 20 per 
cént margin on their loans to Evans & Co. 
and balances on contracts in both the New 
York and Boston exchanges will show a sur- 
plus for the firm. Evans has of late been so 
despondent over his losses in the stock market 
as to have bsen mentally unbalanced.

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Which One Lawyer Gave Another Yes- 
terday in the Superior Court. 


A LADY'S  VERACITY ATTACKED. 


Colonel Joe Smith Make a Speech, and Mr, 
Ladson Replies—The Lady Sus- 
tained-A Verbal Castigation. 


A lady’s veracity was questioned by a 
lawyer in the course of a trial in Judge 
Marshal! J. Clarke’s court. 

And another lawyer, indignant at the insin- 
uations made against his client, proceeded to 
handle with relentless severity the attorney 
on the other side. 

The lawyer who brought upon himself the 
verba! chastisement was Colonel Joe Smith, 
and the laywer who administered it was Mr, C. 
T. Ladson. 

It wasone of the liveliest court episodes 
that have occurred for a long time, and was 
keenly relished by the crowd in the courtroom. 

The case of M. C. Vaughn against A. L. 
Thompson wasin progress. This was a suit 
for $1,000 damages for levy and ejectment, 

The plaintiff is a coal-black negro, a 
preacher, who while planting the seed of the 
word, cultivatesacrop. He rented a piece of 
land from Mrs.’-Thompson in the Adamsville 
district. Thetenant proved a shiftless one 
and he failed to keep his part of the contract. 
Mrs, Thompson had a distress warrant sworn 
out, and a levy was made on the negro’s crop, 
and he was evicted from the plantation. 

He thought he had been unjustly dealt with 
and sought redress. 

He found a lawyer willing to undertake his 
case. The lawyer was Colonel Joe Smith, who 
duly filed the papers. 

Day before yesterday the case was called in 
the superior court. 

Mr. C. T. Ladsen appeared for Mrs. Thomp- 
sou, a highly respectable lady, who was in 
court. 

The plaintiff was examined at considerable 
length and told his story ina gliband defiant 
manner. 

The defendant gave her testimony in a mod- 
est yet firm marmer, which impressed the 
court and jury. 

The conflict of testimony between the plain- 
tiff and the defendant wassharp, and it was 
easy to understand that both could not be cor- 

‘rect. 

Colonel Smith addressed the jury at some 
length and with considerable violence. He 
averted to the discrepancy between the state- 
ments made by the ladyand those made by 
the negro preacher, and drew conclusions 
not at all complimentary to the defendant. 
He went so far as to insinuate that the lady 
has falsitied. 

Mr. C. T. Ladson was indignant, and he 
showed his indignation in a very forcible way. 
He excoriated Colone! Smith for his strictures 
on the lady, and held him up to the scorn and 
ridicule of the court and the jury and the 
crowdin the courtroom. Mr. Ladson charac- 

‘terized Colonel Smith’s speech as amazingly 
stupid. 

“‘Nobodyin Fulton county,’’ exclaimed Mr. 
Ladson, ‘‘would have undertaken this suit but 
Colonel Joe Smith. It is a piece of colossal 
impertinence.”’ 

Colonel Smith did not relish this tongue 
lashing, especially as the lawyers and others 
laughed at his expense, but there was no breach 
of the peace. 

Mr. Ladson’s speech evidently struck the 
right note, and there was an eager look on the 
faces of the jurors. 

Judge’s Clarke’s charge was brief and 
pointed. 

The jurors filed into their room. 

In four minutes they had returned into 
court. 

Their verdict was for the defendant.

LONG AND VEXATIOUS LITIGATION ENDED 


Memory of the School Lottery Revived. 
The Court Gets Rid ofa Big Batch 
of Old Suits. 


A very important and complicated case 
was disposed of in the superior court yes- 
terday afternoon by a consent verdict. 

The case, or rather cases, for there were 
half a dozen or more suits settled by the 
verdict, are of very long standing. 

An order was taken consolidating them, 
and the verdict disposes of the entire liti- 
gation. 

History of the Litigation. 

Many years ago the legislature authorized 
a lottery to be run im Atlanta, for the 
benefit of a school. Afterwards, the legis- 
lature repealed the act and abolished the 
lottery. Meantime, property had been pur- 
chased, and buildings erected on the lots 
on the corner of Forsyth and Walton streets 
and also ten or twelve acres of land, then 
on the edge of the city, but now much 
more prominently located, lying between 
the Richmond and Danville railroad and 
Inman Park. All this property was on 
hand when the lottery was abolished; 
meantime, during a period of eight 
or ten years, when the  constitu- 
tionality of these acts repealing the charter 
were in litigation, various debts accumu- 
lated against the property, such as arrears 
due to teachers, taxes, assessments for 
street improvements, mortgages, and tax 
titles. Bills were filed, injunctions granted, 
and the litigation in its various forms is 
found during the period of the last twelve 
or fifteen years on the dockets of the 
justices’ courts, city court, superior court, 
and the United States court. 

Under one of these bills, R. J. Griffin 
was appointed receiver, has been for sev- 
eral years collecting the rents, and a large 
fund has accumulated in his hands. 

Legislation on the Subject. 

In 1890 the legislature passed an act 
authorizing the case to be settled, so far 
as the state’s interest in it was concerned, 

The claim of the state was that the 
property had reverted when the lottery was 
abolished. This was stoutly denied by the 
trustees and creditors. The resolution, how- 
ever, adopted by the legislature stipulated 
that no settlement should be made unless 
the state realized $20,000 net. 

The matter finally resulted, as above stated, 
in a consent verdict, the consent being 
signed by the attorney general and al] the 
counsel in the case, and approved by the 
governor, by which the state is to be first 
paid $20,000; next pay the costs, attorneys’ 
fees and expense: of sale; next pay the teach- 
ers $3,000; next pay the trustees $5,000; 
then pay taxes and certain minor 
claims; and the balance left over from pro- 
ceeds of the sale and accumulated rents to 
be divided equally between the trustees and 
the state. 

The terms of compromise and also the 
verdict contain stipulation that the real es- 
tate in question shall not be sold for less 
than $45,000. 

The State’s Interest. 

Uunder this result it is believed the state 
will realize four or five thousand dollars 
more than the sum mentioned by the leg- 
islature, and the public has been relieved 
of an exceedingly burdensome and trouble- 
some litigation. 

When the property comes up for sale, 
there will be a fine chance to somebody 
for a bargain, as it is very valuable. 

The matter was managed in court by 
Attorney General Miller and W. D. Ellis 
for the state, and by George Hiliyer and 
Hoke Smith for the defendants, 

Judge Clarke says he regards this case 
as the most important one he has adjudi- 
cated for a long time.

NEW YORK, October 16.—[Special.!|—Before our mar 
ket opened this morning Liverpool had advanced 2-64d. 
The improvement was ascribed to the rise of yesterday 
here and reports of a shortage of from 10@1d per cent 
in the Egyptian crop. Despite the strength abroad, 
however, our market, too, openedjhigher, and the effect 
upon the Liverpool was to close that market easy at 
about last night’s prices. After the opening here the 
market improved some 3 points, when the goverment 
‘weather report was received. This decument reports 
killing frosts last night in the Ohio, Tennessee and up- 
per Mississippi valleys,and predicts severe frost tonight 
in North and South Carolina and Georgia. Private 
telegrams to us report killing frost last night at Can- 
ton and Rome, Georgia, Anniston, Alabama, and Aber- 
deen, Mississippi. These reports, however, were very 
short-lived when offset by the figures of the enormous 
movement completing a week of the largest receipts 
on record. In New Orleans the pressure of actual cot- 

ton, and the limited demand, has resulted in great de- 
moralization in the spot market there, and large sell- 
ing orders were sent here, the execution of which, by 
B o’clock, had carried this market some 10 points below 
last evening. Receipts for 
90,000 bales and for the week 
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bales last year. After 2 o’clock the market showed 
rather more steadiness, closing at 8.50@8, 66 for January. 
The feature of the last hour was the large buying of 
January by a prominent commission house sometimes 
thought to operate tor the veteran Chicago trader, Mr. 
Hutchinson, whose good opinion of cotton at 8':c has 
frequently found eurreney. At the close the feeling 
was less demoralized, and any reduction in receipts 
will result in asharp recovery. Large buying orders for 
southern account continue to be received evidencing 
undiminished confidence in short crop predictions. 


Lehman Bros.’ Cotton Letter. 
By private wire to Youngblood & Haas. 

NEW YORK, October 16—The predictions of frost 
made yesterday have, to a great extent, been verified, 
reports reaching us this morning of frost in certain 
sections of Tennessee, Mississippi, Georgia, Arkansas 
and Louisiana, Under ordinary circumstances the 
market would have improved, and in fact at one time 
this morning was very firm at slightly higher prices 
than the closing of yesterday. Later in the day, how- 
ever, under continued enormous receipts, the market 
became exceedingly depressed, and under the pressure 
of the heavy movement, prices declined about 12 points, 
wi05ing steady at almost the lowest prices of the day. 
The port receipts for the day aggregate about 370,000 
bales and the interior receipts about 155,000 bales—-all 
in all the heaviest movement on record thus far, the 
biggest receipts in a sai cd having been the third 
week of October last year, when the port receipts ag- 
gregated 314,000 bales. With the prospect of the move- 
ment continuing heavy during the next week there is 
very little likelihood of any improvemement; but, on 
the contrary, it is more likely that, under the absence 
of any stimulating influence, values may decline still 
further, particularly so since, as is always the case 
with a declining market, reports are received of a fa- 
vorable nature which otherwise do not come to hand, 
these reports for the moment being in the shape of 
different p&rties in Texas claiming that much of the 
reported damage has been recovered by the favorable 
weather during the past month, That the condition 
in Texas has improved we do not doubt, but that the 
improvement should extend so far as to bring the crop 
up to last year’s we do not believe. We do not be- 
believe that the present movement is any indication 
of what the crop will be this year, nor do we believe it 
is the basis for increased estimates, the same being 
the unprecedented favorable picking season and strin- 
gent money market throughout the south which are 
forcing the cotton in as quickly as it can be gathered. 
The falling off, therefore, when it does come will be 
all the more severe, and then we believe in a sharp 
and steady recovery. Untilthen, however, the chances 
are rather in favor of sofi and lower markets.

he Story Of Pd. 
Father, 


A ROMANCE OF THRILLING INTEREST. 


The Poor Peasant Girl and the Rich De- 
scendant of the Painter 
Rubens. 


Rom, Ga., October 16.—{Special.]—There 
is not a place in all the beautiful region round 
about Rome more alluring to the observer's 
eye or more attractive in legendary lore to the 
children and grown folks alike than Alto’s 
Hermit height. 

Just four miles west of the city Alto looms 
up in majestic grandeur. It is here that the 
morning’s sun wavers and plays on its eastern 
slope, while shadows’ wings wrap all the sur- 
rounding country in mist and gloom. And 
here itis the last raysof the setting sun pur- 
nies o’er its mighty summit in those wondrous 
hues of gorgeous coloring which make a Ro- 
man sunset vie in splendor with the softest 
tints of an Italian twilight sky. 

But this is not the most interesting feature 
of Alto. 

Many years ago, solitary and alone, Dr, 
Lewis Berkman, a nobleman of Belgium, 
lived a hermit’s life onits summit. He was 
oldand gray, his figure bended, yet all alone he 
lived in a snug little cottage surrounded by all 
that pleased him. His fruits and flowers were 
the very choicest; his library classic, yet na- 
ture was his sweetheart. His heart he freely 
gave to her. 

A few vears ago this ‘fold man of the moun- 
tains’ died. His memory lives after him, and 
in Roman legendry his name is often sounded 
around the fireside, and many interesting 
stories are yet told concerning him. New in- 
terest is awakened in him by a two-column ar- 
ticle which appeared in The New York World 
on October the 4th. It reads like a novel. 
Lonis Berkman’s first marriage is told graph- 
ically. 

“During his travels in the low countries 
of Belgium, he met a beautiful 
country girl. He lost his heart and married 
her, She was a beauty. A portrait of her 
nogy occupies the place of honor on the walls 
of her son's residence, near Atlanta, Ga. By 
this marriage one son was born—the pretty 
voung wife dying at the birth of the child. 
Then Louis took the babe in his arms and 
tramped along the road to Antwerp. On foot 
he made the journey, begging food by the way- 
side. 

‘‘Louis’s parents, it seems, desired a more 
brilliant alliance for their son, and his allow- 
ance had ceased since his marriage. But the 
old allowance was restored, and 
Louis Kissed the Baby and Went Away. 

‘A year passed and he found himselfina 
town in Holland, near which was the country 
home of a Dutch branch, by adoption and mar- 
riage. of the Rubens family.” 

Here is where he met Elizabeth Rubens, 
whom he married. She now lives at Plain- 
ville, N. J., and the story of The World of his 


® second wife begins: 


Elizabeth Berkman. 
“From the palace of a Belgian aristocrat to

and princes of the blood royal in her native 
land to almost complete desolation from the 
gay world—by such extremes of fortune a wo- 
nan now living in Plaintield, N. J., illustrates 
the tickleness of fate.

directly from that great puinter of all genera- 
tions, Peter Paul Rubens. The greatest ex- 
ponent of the Fiemish school of art, Rubens, 
was appointed in 1609 court painter to the 
Archduke Albert, governor of the low coun- 
tries, and he was knighted about the 
year 1622 by Charles lof England. Neces- 
sarily the social position of his family was 
equal to any in the kingdom. 

“The descendants of the great artist were 
weaithy, cultivated and with minds broadened 
by travel and associations with the best conti- 
nental families. After three generations had 
passed away there was not a country in Europe 
that did not claim as a citizen a representative 
of the great master. 

“Early in the present century on a family 
estate in Holland there was born to the great- 
great-great-grandson of Rubens a daugiiter. 
This great-great-great-grandson was a direct 
descendant in the ma.e line, and bore the an- 
cient family name. His gir! baby was bap- 
tized Elizabeth Charlotte Arnoldine Rubens. 
That child, now bent with age, and with her 
hands hardened by toil, ugly and furrowed, 
lives in a cot at Plainfield. Her name now is 
Elizabeth Berkman, and her humble house 
siands on a magnificent estate, which she and 
her husband once owned. 

“Thirty years ago the Berkmans would not 
have kenneied their dogs in the house where 
Mrs. Berkman lives with her son, and yet she 
has kept up appearance until very recent years. 

“She visited Europe, where the Princess 
Euphenie, of Belgian, was espoused tothe 
Crown Prince Rudolph, of Austria, and she 
was a guest at the reception given by the king 
and queen of Belgium, in their royal palace at 
Brussels. This was Mrs. Berkman’s last ap- 
pearance in society. 

‘Elizabeth Rubens Berkman was tle second 
wife of Louis Berkman, a Belgium aristocrat 
and landowner. The alliance was a brilliant 
one, for it united the very best of Flemish and 
Dutch blood. 


Louis Berkman. 


“Louis Berkman, who was born on his 

father’s estate near Antwerp, grew up much 
as other young men of his day. At the age of 
eighteen he was a gentleman of elegant 
leisure and @f handsome presence. With an 
exhaustiess purse at his command, he could 
ollow the bent of kisown will. He did not 
ake kindly to the pursuits of companions in 
his own sphere. He was something of a 
dreamer, and was fonder of his violin, of 
which he was master, than of society. 

“Louis, as has been said, wasatine musi- 
cian on the violin, and through this accom- 
plishment he became acquainted with some of 
the male members of the Rubens family, who 
were musicians. Finally young Berkman was 
invited to the Rubens’s home. There he met 
Elizabeth, a beautiful girl of twenty years. 
She was educated, but she could neither play, 
Sing uor paint. Notwithstanding that, the 
young Belgian ignored Elizabeth’s sister, who 
Was both a painter and a singer, lost his heart 
to her, and after he toid her people of his past 
life, and the pathetic end of his lowly born 
though noble wife, he proposed and was ac- 
cepted. 

‘Neither Louis nor Elizabeth had the ad- 
Vantage in birth or breeding. Both were well 
born, rich, young and comely. ; 

“Their wedding was a brilliant one, and 
was attended by royalty. Louis Berkman’s 
father was reconciled, and, while the young 
couple were at his father’s house, the king and 
queen of Belgium were forced by political 
plots to seek an asylum, and there they were 
entertained. 

Came to America. 

“Louis Berkman and his second wife came 
over to America in the forties, and they were 
60 charmed with it that they resolved to live 
here. They brought great wealth and letters 
of introduction to.the best citizens, and were 
established sociall? immediately.

ccompanied his father and stepmother to 
America. He is now a wealthy planter Bving 
gin augusta, Ga. He never agreed with

Be- 
fore the late war Prosper Berkman married a 
member of the well-known Craig family, of 
New Jersey, a niece of Governor Ludlow. 

“Louis Berkman purchased property in 
Plaintield, and he and ‘his wife entertained 
lavishly. A daughter of the president of the 
— States was a guest of their house in 

“Two children were born of Louis Berk- 
man’s marriage with Elizabeth Rubens. One, 
‘Emil Berkman, survives, and is the sharer of 
his mother’s humble home in Plainfield. 

“An equitable division of the property was 
made, and each went his way. 

**He took his oldest son, I rosper, and came 
to Georgia, where he bought the plantation 
that Prosper now owns, and thé place where 
Louis Berkman died five years ago. 

‘“‘From that day to this Mrs. Berkman has re- 
ferred to her only son in the kindest terms. 
She says now that he was the grandest man 
she ever knew, and thatif other women were 
attracted by him it was only what might have 
been expected. She adds with considerable 
show of pride that she never saw him enter a 
ballroom in her life, either in this country or 
~ Europe that all eyes were not turned on 

im.” 


: The New York World, in regard to him,says 
In conclusion that there isaromantic tradition 
in Plaintield to the effect that the separation 
from his wife completely broke Louis Berk- 
man’s spirits; that after reaching Georgia he 
positively refused to live in the elegant man- 
sion he had built for Prosper, and that he oc- 
cupied during the remaining years of his life 
a cabin, where,jattended bya single negro, 
he fretted for his lost love and died. 

@Emil’s marriage proved a failure also, and 
he and his wife now seperated. 

Elizabeth Berkman gradually let her for- 
tune siip through her fingers, being defrauded 
out of a large portion. She is proud to this 
day, and up toa few years ago shielded the 
fact of her property from her sister-in-law in 
Belgium, Louis Berkinan’s brother’s wife, who 
is worth over one million dollars. Her bus- 
band left a will giving hera lifetime half in- 
terest in the estate, but when shedies the 
whole fortune, with the exception of $10,000, 
will go to charity. This money will be di- 
vided equally between Emil and Prosper. 

Mrs. Berkiwan is now receiving an allow- 
ance from her sister-in-law, who lives 
in Belgium, and is_ fabulously _ rich. 
She is the widow of Louis Berkman’s 
brother. This woman is known throughout 
Europe for her charities, one of which was 
the gift of $1,000,000 to the Catholic church. 
The divorce of Louis Berkman is reported in 
the New Jersey equity reports, so Captain C. 
Rowell informed me. 


Dr. Berkman in Rome. 

“I sought Judge Joel Branham, who was a 
warm personal friend of the ‘Hermit of 
Alto,” and from him gather the follewing 
story as regards his settling in Rome: 

‘*The way Dr. Berkman happened to locate 
in Rome was this: I went down to Marietta 
to see him about establishing some fruit 
nurseries at that point.

I told him about the Horseleg moun- 
tains, near Rome, and invited him to come to 
Rome. 

He accepted the invitation and was well 
pleased with the mountain. Major Charles 
ti. Smith (Bill Arp) owned the mountain, and 
made a gilt of thirty acres to Dr. Berkman if 
he would locate here. The doctor said he 
wasn't afraid of robbers up on the mountain 
and here he settied.”’ 

Beautiful Home on the Mountain. 

Dr. Berkinan began to beautify his lands—a 
little vine-clad cottage, not near as large as 
his wife’s hovel in Plainville, N. J., was built, 
parlof, kitchen and bedroom were one and the 
same—a little 12x15 room. 

And here he lived alone. He moved the rocks

races, 
rocky mountain blossomed like a rose—a mar- 
vel of beauty. Thechoicest flowers, the most 
delicious fruits, he grew, and today a visitor 
to the summit of the mountain can see the lit- 
tle old cottage—a relic of its former beauty. 


The Habits of the Hermit 


were interesting. Hedid his own cooking. 
One of his favorite dishes was a mixture of 
rice, lemons and apples. Like an old maid, 
he was very fond of tea, and while he would 
often place delicious wines before the youn 
people of Rome who would ride up on Reeswbask 
excursion, yet he would never drink. He 
loved the young folks devotedly, and with 
great pride would show them and explain to 
them his many darlingsof the garden. He 
would talk French and German to please 
them. His classic library he would cal! atten- 
tion io, and the old paintings that adorned the 
mountain hovel pleased the old gentleman no 
little. 

Those pictures were of generals and heroes, 
and, perhaps, to the old aristocrat they called 
back sweet memories of his country’s giory. 


His Love of Music, 


Not only did flowers and fruits move the old 
man’s heart, but a devotee at the shrine of 
music he knelt. And many times, casting 
aside his love of solitude, he would walk down 
from the mountain to spend a pleasant 
evening with the brightest pianist of Rome. 

The daughter of Major Charies Smith, Mrs. 
Dunlap, of Atlanta, Mrs. McNally, of Chatta- 
nooga, and Mrs. Lampden Bowie often played 
the piano accompaniments while he pealed 
forth the richest strains of music from his 
violin. 

Smoked Rose Leaves. 

Another peculiarity was his smoking. He 
had a long pipe stem, a dainty bowl with a 
silver cap, and he filled it with dried rose 
leaves, grown by himself, and a mixture of 
tobacco. He would sit for hours and dream 
over his old pipe. It was a great comfort and 
co.tsolation to him—his reveries were sweet 

Dr. Berkman always walked to town, 
and, while bent with age, he 
thought nothing of a four-mile 
walk down the mountain and a return trip the 
Same day. 

There was no man in this country like him 
for physical ability and vigor. He was the 
wonder of the neighborhood. 

Incident and Anecdote. 


On a beautiful Sunday afternoon near 
the Battey shoals, on the biue Oostanaula 
river, a great crowd had gathered. 

The hymns of Zion were wafted over the 
water and woods in grand (fervor, 
and down into the owater Dr. L. 
R. Gwaltney led the old ‘‘man of the 
mountain’’—to wash all his sins away by bap- 
tism—and in that peaceful, stilly afternoon he 
received the rite of the Baptist church, and 
with hearty handshakes he was welcomed out 
on the rocks again. 

It was not long after that, one of the pious 
brethren climbed to Alto’s crest and said: 
“Dr. Berkman, I have come for a contribution 
for the minister.”” The old man’s solitude 
had been trespassed upon, and, flushing up, he 
hollowed out: “Let mealone! Let me alone 
on my mountain!”’ 

The pious brother left him, and it is said the 
hermit never again went to church. 

Somebody asked him why he joined 
the church, and his reply is’ given: 
“To get in good society.’’ An anecdote is 
told of Judge Underwoodand Dr. Berkwan. 
The rivers had overflowed their banks, and 
for three days the water had stood on the 
wheat of Judge Underwood. The judge was 
complaining about the world all going against 
him, and now Providence had taken a hand 
against him. Dr. Berkman politely said in 
his broken English: ‘Judge, youshould not 
be despondent.”’ 

The judge hotly replied, “I will, sir.”” Then 
the old man, his cheeks flushed with anger, 
jumped up and shonted: **Well,sir, you can 
do as you d—n please.”’ 

The life of Dr. Berkman was one of tender- 
ness and kindness, and many of the poor in 
that scope of country beneath the shadow of 
the mountain yet sing of his charity, 

Cultured and refined, versatile on almost 
every topic, broadened by much travel, an 
aristocrat of the first water, he preferred to 
live near to nature’s heart than mingle much 
with his feliow beings.

Hrwasskr, Ga., October 16.—[Special.J]— 
On Saturday last, Professor J. G. Harrison, of 
Hiwassee high school, made a trip alone to 
Sinking mountain, two miles west of Hiwas- 
see, With a view of carrying a class of his 
students to the mountain next Saturday to 
make a survoy of the mountain. 

As the professor was examining some of the 
larger fissures in the mountain’s side, a very 
large catamount sprang from his hiding place 
in one of the fissures and proceeded to give 
the professor a chase.

GEORGIA’S TOBACCO GROP, 


A New Industry Which Is Coming to the 
Front in This State. 

BAINBRIDGE, Ga., Octover 16.—[Special.]— 
Every morning by sunrise may be secn long 
trains of wagons of every description wending 
their way towards the tobacco leaf house of A. 
Kohn & Co. The vicinity of the leaf house 
indeed presents a lively scene of busy farmers 
unloading their wagous loaded with the costly 
Cuba leaf tobacco grown on Decatur county 
farms, and which is now rapidly paying off the 
old debts contracted in making cotton at star- 
vation prices. The farmers in the county 
have at last realized that there is a crop other 
than cotton which will always demand the 
cash, and which they can produce at less cost, 
Thisis the month to deliver the barn-cured 
leaf which they have sold to the buyers at an 
average of forty cents per pound. It may 
seem an exaggeration to those who know 
nothing about Cuba cigar tobacco culture, but 
it is a fact that with the present prices of the 
variety grown here, a few crops are enough to 
insure a comfortable fortune. 

For instance, today one farmer sold his crop 
of six acres of land for $1,150, and with it paid 
for a farm of 250 acres of land. This is only 
one of many such cases continually brought to 
notice here this season. By next season itis 
contidently expected that growers will realize 
a much better price even than they now re- 
ceive, as this is the tirst year of the establish- 
mentof aleaf house here, and without any 
competition of buyers. By next year they 
hope to see many other buvers on the ground 
who will bid against one another, and pay 
something like the price the quality of their 
tobacco demands,

HIS FRIENDS WILL TAKE CARE OF HIM. 


The Young Man Who Shot a Woman in 
Macon and Escaped, Was in Al- 
bany Friday N ight. 


ALBANY, Ga., October 16.—[Special.]— 
Zack Rouse, who recently shot a woman in 
Macon, and made good his escape, was in Al- 
bany Tuesday evening. He was accompanied 
by his brother, Mr. C. P. Rouse. They left 
here together Tuesday evening at7 o’clock on 
the Albany and Cordele road. 

The facts concerning the appearance of 
these parties in the city were gained of Chief 
of Police R. N. Westbrook. Having read the 
article in the paper he stopped a reporter and 
after referring to the fact that they were here, 
said : 

“T received a telegram from Chief Kenan, 
of Macon, asking me. to arrest and hold Rouse 
if he came here. I had seen the articles in 
the papers about his escape from Macon, and 
after reading the telegram I pulled out my 
watch and found that it was fifteen minutes 
after 7 o’clock. I knew that if Rouse was 
here that he bad gone on the Cordele road to 
Warwick where his fathor lives, but thinking 
that maybe he might come in on the mid- 
night train I spoke to one of my men about it, 
telling him to be on the lookout. 

“TI found out afterwards, though, that Rouse 
came on the Central train ‘Tuesday afternoon 
and left on the Cordele train at7 o’clock that 
evening, just fifteen minutes before I received 
the telegram. I got this information from one 
of Rouse’s friends who saw him yesterday 
afternoon, and who told me that louse left on 
the Cordele train, as he saw him. Had I 
gotten Konan’s telegram about an hour 
sooner Rouse would now be back in Macon or 
on his way there, because I would have been 
sure to have taken hiin.”’ 

A gentleman from Worth county, who lives 
near Warwick, was approached by a News 
and Advertiser reporter on this subject, and 
asked what he thought of the matter.

The excrement is now be- 
ginning to be removed in air-tight barrels, in lieu 
of the old unsightly wagons. This we believe will 
prevent the unpleasant odors along the route from 
the city to the grounds. We found the sanitary 
board doing its work ina very efficient manner, 
using 6very precaution possible.

ALECK MORRIS. HANGED. 


He Is Ready for Redempticn, and Goes 
Through the Trap- 

MApison, Ga., October 16.—[Special.J— 
Aleck Morris is no more. 

From the gallows in the Morgan county jail 
his spirit took its flight today into the great 
beyond. The law has been fulfilled, and the 
murders of Dan Lockett and Lucy Lockett has 
been avenged. 

The readers of Tu ConsTITUTION are 
familiar with the history of the crime for 
Which Aleck Morris was hung. The Madi- 
sonian on August 2ist contained the confes- 
sion of the murderer. 

At the trial in September‘all the facts were 
conclusively proven, and a jury of twelve men 
decided that Aleck Morris should die, for 
having committed one of the most atrocious 
crimes ever enacted in Morgan county. He 
has been lying inthe county jail ever since 
awaiting the tinal day. 

Ilis Last Day. 

When the October sun arose this morning 
it shown through prison bars, and into the cell 
of thecondemned man. It brought no chance 
ot earthly hope, and it reminded him only 
of the fact that his hours were few, and his 
days numbered, but littledidhe care. At 7:50 
o’clock this morning, in company with Sheriff 
Fears, Commodore Dexter and Mr. John Mar- 
tin, The Madisonian man walked down to the 
jail. Aftera cordial good morning the three 
gentlemen withdrew from the jail, and left 
the reporter and Aleck alone. 

“I have something to tell you,Mr.Furlrow, 
said the condemned darkey.”’ 

“All right Aleek. Go ahead, I will publish 
anything you have to say,’ said the reporter. 

“The man—I love his soul today,’’*he began, 
‘but he swore a lie on me in the courtroom. I 
am talking about Jessie Reid. He said that I 
said 1 was going to kill them two old people. 
I never did say any such words. I don’t hate 
him; I only hate liis ways. I am perfectly 
willing todie. There is nothing between me 
and God. I don’t dread death. I know God 
has forgiven my sins, and I do not fearto 
meet him.’’ 

At this juncture Lige Gibb, a colored boy, 
walked in the cell with breakfast from Atkin- 
son’s restaurant, which had been furnished by 
Mr. P.S. Burney. 

“I know the Lord is going to bless Mr. 
Burney. I know He will. I am going to 
pray for him,” said he, as he finished his 
meal. ‘‘I won’t each such as this tomorrow 
morning; I will eat something different. I 


said, turning to the reporter, ‘‘who have been 
so kind tome since I have beenin jail. Mr. 
John Orr, yourself, Mr. Pinkfew, Mr. 
Burney, Mr. Willie Fitzpatrick, Mr. Dexter 
and Sheriff Fears have all been kind to me. 
Also, thank Brother Shedrick, Brother Dick 
Moore, Brother E. P. Johnson, Brother 
Simms, Brother Andrew Armourand others 
who have been kind to me.”’ 

The reporter then withdrew, leaving him 
with his spiritual advisers, composed of five 
colored ministers. 

Led Out to the Gallows. 

At 9 o’clock this morning Sheriff Fears car- 
ried asuit of clothes down to the jail and put 
them on the condemned man. Ati10 o'clock 
Revs. Johnson, McAllister, Moore and Sitnms 
held services in the cell, in which Aleck 
joined heartily. At11:20 o’clock Dr. C. M. 
George felt the murderer’s pulse and pro- 
nounced it 120. At 11:25 o’clock the home 
guards marched down tothe jail, headed by 
Captain J. E. Godfrey. The large crowd 
which had congregated around the door of the 
tall fence gaveway, and the soldiers took their 
places infront of the entrance. About thirty 
people were admitted to the jail on tickets is- 
sued by Sheriff Fears. At 11:30 o’clock Aleck 
Morris was led from ‘his cell by Commodore 
Dexter and Sheriff Fears. He mounted the 
gallows with a steady step. The sheriff then 
told him to say what he had tosay. He then 
repeated in substance what he said, telling 
about the pardon of his sins, the justice of his 
death, and the uniform kindness he had re- 
ceived at the hands of the white people of this 
city, and at the hands of Sheriff Fears. 

Services were then held by the ministers 
present. At 11:35 o’clock Sheriff Fears read 
his death sentence, and adjusted the black 
cap. Mr. Dexter then put the noose around 
his neck. Mr. Fears then said three, and the 
drop fell and Alex Morris passed into eternity. 
His Jast words were, ‘Thank God.” As the 
sheriff finished reading the death senténce, 
Drs. C. M. George and A. K. Bell pronounced 
him dead in 11 minutes and 33 seconds after the 
drop fell. His body was takendown and de- 
livered to his family and thecrowd dispersed.

WEATHER SIGNALS. 


They Will Doubtless Be Plentiful in 
Georgia Very Soon. 


MR. MORRILL POPULARIZING THE BUREAU | 


A Negro Up for Counterfeiting and Is Ac- 
qutted—Other Matters from the 
Custom House. 


Mr. Park Morrill, of the local weather 
bureau, is busy at work arranging for addi- 
tional accommodations in the way of weather 
bulletins. 

He has, since his arrival here on Jast Satur- 
day, furnished forty-five maps to parties and 
business houses in the city wishing them. 
They are prepared shortly before noon, and are 
sent wherever desired, provided they can 
reach their destination by 2 o’clock. 

Yesterday Mr. Morrill received applications 
from Rome, Austell, Columbus and elsewhere 
in the state for these interesting bulletins. 

The latest and one of the most attractive 
features from this adjunct of the agricultural 
department is the ‘‘forecasts.”’ 

Five flag signals are used forthis. There is 
a white flag, indicating clear or fair weather ; 


_a bine one, showing the coming of rain or 


snow; a white and blue, indicating local 
rains; a black triangular flag. which is used as 
a temperature signal. When placed above 
any of the tirst three flags, it indicates warmer 
weather; when beiow, colder. The last flagis 
the cold wave signal—a white one witha black 
square in the center. 

These flags are six feet square. They are 
displayed on polls, with the signals arranged 
to read downward. 

Mr. Morrill has now arranged to telegraph 
these weather indications daily to any town In 
Georgia, provided that place will purchase 
the flags and display them conspicuously. The 
bulletins are to be at the government’s ex- 
pense, so that, after the ‘‘indicators’”’ are once 
bought, there is no further cost. They can be 
procured from several tirms who supply them 
tor Uncie Sam.

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IN THE COURTS. 


A Busy Day in ‘the ‘Two Tribunals That 
Were Sitting. 


A MURDERER WILL BE SENTENCED. 


Judge Van Epps Dispatches Business—A 
Big Case Against a Railway 
Company. 


Only two courts were sitting, yet a great deal 
of business was done. Some cases of unusual 
interest and importance were got rid of, either 
by trial or by a consent verdict. In the supe- 
rior court a bunch of the old lottery cases were 
consolidated and settled. These have been on 
the dockets for many years, and have given 
the courts no end of trouble. They were all 
settled in a way satisfactory to all parties. In 
the city court Judge Van Epps rushed busi- 
ness in the morning, and Judge Westmoreland 
relieved him in the afternoon. In the clerk’s 
office the usual variety of suits were filed. It 
was a day full of spicy court incidents. 

The City Court. 

In the city court of Atlanta, Judge Howard 
Van Epps presiding, in the case of A. J. An- 
derson vs. the East Tennessee, Virginia and 
Georgia railroad, the jury brought in a verdict 
for $100, 

The case of Henderson vs. the East Ten- 
nessee, Virginia and Georgia Nailroad Com- 
pany, was settled by the consent of the parties. 

The case of Thacker Bros. vs. J. J. Falvey 
& Co. was dismissed at the instance of the 
plaintiff ’s attorneys. 

The case of Fannie Johnson vs. the Cen- 
tral Railroad Company was taken up. This 
is asuit for $15.000 for the killing of plaintitf ’s 
husband at Peters street crossing, by being 
run over by one of the defendants trains. 
Judge Thomas P. Westmoreland presided in 
this case by request ofgJudge Van Epps. 

At the conclusion of the opening argument 
of Colonel Wimpy, he announced to the court 
that his opinion was his client could not re- 
cover, and the jury accordingly returned a 
verdict for the defendant. 1t was shown that 
the plaintiff's husband, fleeing from some men 
who had stabbed him, and were pursuing him 
to kill him, ran into a train of cars 
on the crossing, between the tender and the 
engine, and was caught and crushed, without 
any fault atallon the partof the railroad 
company. 

A numeronsly attended bar meeting was 
heldin the .city courtroom at 4o’cloeck, and 
cases were set fortria) by Judge Van Epps 
for the week beginning October 26th. The 
court will not be in session next week on ac- 
count of the engagement of counsel in the su- 
preme court, that court being now on the At- 
lanta circuit. 

- They Want Four Locomotives. 


Mr. David Eichberg, attorney for the Glou- 
cester Railway, Carriage and Wagon Com- 
»any, limited, a corporation under the laws of 

ngiland, yesterday had an attachment issued 
against four locomotives of the Atlanta and 
Florida Railroad Company. 

Plaintiff says thatit is the owner and en- 
titled to the possession of four locomotives, as 
foliows: One ten-wheel 18x24 mogul locomo- 
tive, built by the Richmond Locomotive and 
Machine Works; one 16x24 eight-wheel pas- 
Benger locomotive; one 17x22 mogul locomo- 
tive, and one 16x24 mogul iocomotive, said 
locomotives being of the value of $18,500, of 
which amount there is still owing by said de- 
fendant to said plaintiff the sum of $12,950, 
payablein mouthly installments, of which 
said installments there is now past due the 
sum of $2,775. Plaintiff says that said loco- 
inotives are now in possession of said defend- 
ant, and are held by it undera form of lease 
and condition of sa.e, according to which, for 
a period of months, defendant is to pay a cer- 
tain sum monthly as rental for said rolling 
stock. 

Plaintiff says that defendant refuses to de- 
liver up said property-or to pay the rentals 
thereof. Whereiore plajntiff prays judgment 
against said defendant for the sum of $12,950, 
with 10 per cent thereof in addition as attor- 
ney’s fee, together with interest from maturity 
on past due jease warrants and cost of protest- 
ing same, and further prays that process may 
issue requiring said defendant to be and appear 
atthe next superior court of this county to 
answer petitioners’ complaint. 

Deputy Streriff Green took the papers for 
service, and unless the company gives satis- 
factory bond, he will make a levy on the loco- 
motives. 

She Wants a Divorge. 


Yesterday Messrs. Gienn & Maddox filed a 
suit in behalf of Mrs. Cynthia A. Wigby. She 
wants a total divorce from her husband, W. J. 
Wigby. 

The petition shows that in March, 1865, she 
was married to W. J. Wigby; that they lived 
together as husband and wife until September, 
1891, the petitioner in the meantime perform- 
ing all the duties of an affectionate wife. In 
consequence of the husband’s infidelity she 
separated from him, and has not condoned his 
offense. He was cruel to her and beat her. 
He locked her up in a dark room and compelled 
hertoremain there all night. She not only 
asks fora divorce, but asks for alimony and 
the privilege of getting back her name. 


The Criminal Court. 


There was no session of Judge Richard H. 
Clark’s court yesterday. Today's sitting will 
close the term. Sentence will be passed on a 
number of criminals. At9o’clock this morn- 
ing the negro murderer, Daniels, will be 
sentenced to be banged. It is not known 
whether the execution will be private or 
public. .Judge Ciark will decide that matter 
when he passes sentence. 


COTTON SEED MEAL. 


It Must Be Inspected Under the Calvin 
Bill. 


The Calvin bill, relating to the inspection 

nd qunlyses of cotton seed meal, does not 

to be thoroughly understood by man- 
ufacturers and dealers in that article. 

Under the bill all cotton seed meal must be 
inspected and analyzed before it can, without 
violating the law, be sold or offered for sale 
to be used as a fertilizer, or for any other pur- 
pose. 

Rules and regulations governing these in- 
spections have been prescribed by the com- 
missioner, and will be printed, but in order 
that through misapprehension no sales in 
violation of the act may be made, Colone! 
R. T. Nesbitt has issued the following: 

A bill, to be entitled an act to require all cot- 
ton seed meal to be subjected to analysis aud in- 
Spection as a condition precedent to being offered 
for sale,and to furbidjthe sule in this§state of such 
cotton seed meal if it be shown by the official 
analysis that the same contains less than 714 per 
centum of ammonia, to prescribe a penalty for the 
vio ation of the provisions of this act and for 
other purposes. 

Section 1. be it enacted by the general assembly 
of Georgia, and it is hereby enacted by the au- 
thority of the same, That from and 
after the passage of this act, it 
shall not» be lawful § for any person 
or persons to offer for sale in this state any cot- 
ton seed meal until the same shall have been 
duly an.jyzed by the state chemist and inspected 
as now required by lawin the matter of ail fer- 
tilizers aud chemicals for manufacturing or com- 
posting purposes; nor shall it be awful to offer 
such cotton seed meal for sale in this state if it 
be shown by the official analysis that the same 
contains less than 714, per centum of ammonia 
provided that the provisions of this act ds to the 

per centum mentioned in this section shall not 
apply to meal manufactured from sea island cot- 
ton seed; but the ‘commissioger of agri- 
culture Sliail, upon the passage of this act 
fix and make public a minimum percentaum, which 
Shall control as to the cotton seed meal reterred

This law will be enforced, and 
I most earnestly request all manufacturers to 

romptly comply with its requirements. And 
n case of doube as to the method, to apply to 
the department of agriculture for the rules and 
regulations governing such inspections.

THE FAILURE OF A. GIBIAN & CO. 


The Liabilities Are Given in as $131,987.98, 
and the Assets $150,000, 


Macon, Ga., October 16.—[{Special.]—A. 
Gibian & Co. have failed for $151,987.95. Zhe 
assets are given at probably one hundred and 
titty thousand dollars. 

The last step was the foreclosure of a mort- 
gage for $10,000 in favor of Lillienthal & 
Gassenheimer, of Montgomery, Ala. All but 
$23,000 of the indebtedness is owedin Macon. 

A. Gibian & Co. is one of the oldest firms 
in Macon. Itis composed of Alfred Gibian 
and Leonard J. Lillienthal, Mr. Gibian has 
been in business here for twenty-five years. 
Mr. Lillienthal has been in partnership with 
him for six years. They have been runmng 
oneof the largest wholesale grocery, tobacco 
and liquor businesses in Macon. The failure 
was a surprise. 

Mr. Liliienthal was out on the road Wednes- 
day when he received a telegram to return to 
the city. When he got here he was informed 
that certain large papers which the firm had 
out could not be extended. There was noth- 
ing left but a failure. 

This wasdue to a heavy loss on brewery 
stock, big losses by the Backer failure in New 
York, the depreciation of every stock held by 
the tirm, and poor collections. These latter 
were given as the principal causes. The firm 
has lost $40,000 during the year from these 
causes. Twenty-five thousand dollars of this 
was due tothe depreciation of stocks. The 
remainder is laid at the door of bad collec- 
tions. 

Yesterday morning at 9:15 o’clock nineteen 
mortgages were filed with Clerk Nisbett. At 
9:55 o’clock another mortgage was filed. That 
made twenty mortgages. 

The Exchange bank and the Union Savings 
Bank and Trust Companyare the heaviest 
losers. Thoy are said to be amply secured. 

It is thought that there will be other claims 
enough to run the total up to $150,000. Mr, 
Lillienthal thinks the assets, principally in 
goods aud accounts, will foot up about the 
same amount.

A Fight to Change It from Appling to 
Harlem.

There is serious talk of having the county seat 
of Columbia changed from Appling to Harlem. 

Appling, while in the center of the county, 
is far away from the center of population, and 
is not easy of access. The town is back in the 
remote and thinly settled part of the shire. 
Appling isan inconvenient place to be reached 
by judge, lawyers, witnesses and interested 
parties in cases to be tried in courts, as it is 
necessary to take a long drive through the 
woods to reach the county site. Accomoda- 
tions at Appling, after reaehing there, are also 
said to be poor tor visitors. 

Your correspondent asked Judge Roney 
about the taik up in Columbia among the 
people in regard to having the county seat 
changed. The judge said there was talk about 
it and that it could be done. The way in 
which the change could be accomplished 
would be to pass a bill in the legislature au- 
thorizing an election to beheld. If the nec- 
essary majority of voters balloted in favor of 
the change the conrthouse could be removed. 
The judge thinks if the election was held the 
change would be made, as the controlling vote 
of the county has always been the section lying 
between Grovetown and Harlem, and in be- 
tween these two placesand Appling, while Har- 
Jem is in the extreme southern section of the 
county.Still it is more suited for acounty seat 
than Appling. Harlem is on the railroad, has 
good hotels and every other convenience nec- 
essary for the county capital, and if a strong 
effort is made by the people of Harlem they 
could capture the prize. Itis also surrounded 
by a larger majority of the inhabitants of the 
county, and is the place of all places in Colum- 
bia for the county seat.
